The application has been amended as follows: 

In Claim 10, line 3, the "of in the term "2 of to 10" has been deleted. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art 
Nakamura et al teach an anti-glare and anti-reflection film comprising a transparent substrate 
having on one side an anti-glare hardcoat layer with a thickness of 0.5 to 10 microns, formed 
from a resin cured by ionizing radiation and matt particles with an average particle size of 1.0 to 
5.0 microns that may include silica particles and crosslinked polysiloxane particles, and are 
preferably transparent, wherein Nakamura et al further teach that two or more kinds of 
particulate material may be utilized as the matting particles and that finer particles may also be 
incorporated into the layer having a particle size of 0.1-1 microns to impart internal scattering 
property to the layer. Nakamura et al do not teach or render obvious a total value of distinctness 
of image as instantly claimed.
